TAe General'* Speech at Blooming­ 
ton. 


B Ioom ikgtonJIH ., April 18-Ono thing 
that will be interesting to the people of 
Illinois has been developed within a day 
or two. It is this, that when Senator Lo * 
gan declared at the mass, meeting at Chi­ 
cago that General Grant’s name woald be 
before the national convention in June, he 
knew what he was talking about. The 
General's official train left Cairo at IO 
o’clock Saturday morning. Senator Logan 
and Colonel Grant had arrived on the 
early train, and in company with the Hon. 
Thomas Ridgeway went along. All day 
long there was one grand ovation and ex­ 
hibition of popular enthusiasm that showed 
bow deep rooted is the affection of this 
people for the hero. 
The first place was Villa Ridge, and here 
a crowd of SOO cheered themselves house. 
Then came Ullen and Donela. It was there 
the same thing. The train would stop, and 
there would be cries of “Grant, Grant I” 
The General would appear, and then the 
din woald rise to a roar. At one place 
there was a flag at the head et the crowd, 
and there were loud calls for a speech. 
“There’s Logan,” was remarked when the 
Senator appeared with the General. “How 
are you, John ? Give us a talk.” 
Tne Senator did give them a little ,taik 
in a red hot stalwart style of about five 
minutes, and was cheered to the echo. At 
Cobden a band was playing and a great 
flag had been suspended over the track 
There 
was 
a 
tremendous 
cheering 
when the cars stopped, and five minutes 
was spent in shaking hands. “Glad to see 
you home. General,” was a constant re­ 
mark, and a speech was called for, 
General Grant said be was glad to be in 
his own State once more. He was tired of 
traveling and was really homesick. He felt 
though that one toot was already within 
his own home ainee he crossed the river 
into lilmoia. 
At Mackanda, Senator Logan and Ridge. 
way said a few words. 
At Carbondale 
over 1.000 people had gathered with band 
and flags, and captain Spencer's cadets 
fired a rousing Balate of twentyone guns. 
At Duquoin over 3,000 people were on 
hand, and after a little adorers of welcome 
by one of the citizens, they called for a 
speech. The General said substantially 
what he had told the other crowd, and 
then there were cheers for General Grant, 
cheers for the next President, cheers for 
Logan, and then more for General Grant. 
In fact, there was a continual roar of 
cheers from the time the train stopped till 
it started. 
At Ashley there was another crowd with 
digs and cheers. 
Bloomington was reached at fl o’clock, 
the approach of the party was announced 
by the ringing of bells in tower and steeple 
and thousands hastened to the depot, to 
approach which an hour betore (ram time 
was next to Impossible. Four howitzers 
had been manned, and when the party, 
accompanied by tho committee who met 
them at Decatur, stepped from the train, 
the artillery bleeched forth the national 
salute, while a military band played na­ 
tional 
air. Prolonged 
and deafening 
cheers arose. Headed by the band and 
Company F Tenth Battalion I N G , the 
pre cession moved throng the gas lit streets 
lined with 
spectators, At the 
public 
square bonfires were blazing, and through­ 
out the city illumination was general. It 
was nearly midnight, yet the city was all 
alive and ablaze with light. tThe national 
colors gleamed everywhere. 
Pictures of 
Grant were in every window, and unique 
and 
beautiful 
decorations, 
though 
but 
one 
day’s 
notice 
had 
been given. The Ashley boose was sur­ 
rounded by an immense crowd, through 
which carriages passed with difficulty. 
General Grant and party stepped from their 
carriages amid ones ot welcome. In a neat 
hall on the second floor a party of Invited 
persons had assembled, and there J ustice 
John M. Scott, of the State Supreme Bench 
addressed to General Grant fitting words 
oi welcome. When he had spoken, Mr. 
Gas Hill, a young colored citizen and law 
student of this city, who, by the way, Is a 
Democrat, presented to the General a 
handsome bouquet as a token ot the re­ 
spect and love of his race, accompanying 
tne gift with a charming little speech that 
was applauded loudly.

TEMPERANCE EDUCATION. 


Special Text*Book on Temperance— 
T ho A ction of 
th e Mew 
Y ork 
, B oard of E d u catio n -Monte Radical 
T h o u g h t s o n t h e S u b j e c t . 
Scribner’s Monthly. 
By the vote ol our city Board of Educa­ 
tion, on the sixth of November inst, the 
.English school book, prepared by Ben­ 
jamin Ward RicnardsoD, called “Tne Tem 
peracce Lesson Book,” was adopted amoog 
the text books which our city teachers art 
at liberty to use. 
We hope there are a 
good many teachers in the city who art 
willing to take up this book and teach It to 
their classes, for there is no doubt thai 
boys go out in the dangers of the worm 
lamentably ignorant of those that a wan 
them among the drinking shops 
We art 
sorry that this instruction must come into 
the schools through eptcia! text bouk?, 
though it is better that it come in this wa} 
than not at all. It must come, at last, into 
all competent schools, but when that poi if 
shall be reached, it will come in bocks on 
physiology and political economy, in a 
natural and perfectly legitimate way. A 
special text book ou temperance may bt 
well enough In the a b je c t (I general 
books, in which the topic has its appropri­ 
ate place and space ; but it is like a text 
book on opium-eaticg 
In short, the in 
competence ct tne bocks on physiology 
and political tcjaomy has forced the 
friends Of temperance into toe use of ibis 
make-ehift, which is surely a great den. 
better than nothing. 
There is, probably, no hallucination 6u 
obscure as that which attributes to alco­ 
holic drink a certain virtue which is never 
possessed. Atter all the influence ol the 
pulpit and the press, after ail the warning 
examples ut drunkenness and conetqueu 
destruction, alter all the testimony OI sci­ 
ence and experience, there lingers in the 
average mind an impression teat there i 
°ometning

Now, it. 
alcohol, in its various forms, we have a lot 
to the human race to subtile and so power 
ful, that it destroys human beings by ihe 
million, vitiates ail the mental processes ol 
those who indulge In it, degrees morals, 
induces pauperism ana crime in the super 
lative degree when compared wl:h an 
other cause-, corrupts the homes ol mil 
lions ana makes heils of (hi rn, aud waste? 
the national resources more certainly ana 
severely than war : jet to little have the 
writers upon physiology and political 
economy regarded this vital aDd ccooom 
leal factor 'n human affair?, that the friends 
of temperance have beeu obliged to gel 
up and push a special text book upon ii 
Verily, they must be a brilliant set of mtL! 
Hereafter no text book on either physiol­ 
ogy or political economy should be adopt­ 
ed m any school in the country that does 
not competently' treat of the alcohol ques­ 
tion. 
it is a cruel thing to send a boy cut into 
the world untaught that alcohol in any 
form Is fire and will certainly turn him ii 
he puts it into his stomach 
It is a cruel 
thing to educate a boy in such a way that 
he has no adequate Idea of the dangers that 
beset bis path. It is a mean thing to send 
a boy out to take his place in society, 
without understanding the relations of 
temperance to his own safety aud prosper­ 
ity of society. Of course, the great barrier 
between the youth and correct knowledge, 
—the 
great mystifier and 
misleader,’ 
-~ls 
respectable 
society. 
This 
is 
practically saying to the young, pretty un­ 
iversally, that wine is a good thing. Fine 
dinners are never given without it, and 
good men and women drink it daily. They 
de not get drunk,they may be conscien­ 
tious and religious, and many of them not 
Oaly do not regard wine drinking as harm­ 
ful. but as positively beneficial. The boy 
•nd the young man cee all thi», aud think, 


naturally, that those who have experience 
in d n u t should know better about the re­ 
sults than those who let drink aioue. 
Now, what we want to do In our schools 
is lo do away with the force of a pernic­ 
ious example, and a long cherished error, 
by making the children thoroughly intelli­ 
gent on this subject in alcohol. They 
should ba taught the natural effects of 
alcohol upon the processes of animal life. 
(1st) They should be taught that it can add 
nothing whatever to the viftl forces or to 
the vital tissues, —that it never enters into 
the element* of structure, and that in the 
healthy organism, It is always a burden or 
a disturbing force. 2d They should be 
taught that it lnvaribly disturbs the opera­ 
tion of the brain, and that the mind cao 
get nothing lrom alcohol of help that is to 
be relied upon. 3d. They should be taught 
that alcohol inflames the baser passions, 
blunts the sensibilities, and debases the 
feelings 
4tb. They should be taught that 
an appetite for driuk is certainly develop­ 
ed by those who ase it, which is danger­ 
ous to life, destructive of health, ot body 
aud peace of mind, and in millions of in­ 
stances ruluous to fortune aud to all the 
high interests of the soul. 5.h They 
should be taught that the crime and pau­ 
perism of society flow as naturally from 
alcohol 
as 
an / 
effect 
whatever 
naturaliy 
Hows 
from its 
competent 
cause. 
Gill 
That they0shoula 
be 
taught that drink is the responsible cause 
of most of the poverty and want of the 
world. So long as six hundred million 
dollars are animally spent for drink in this 
country, every ounce of which was made 
by the destruction of bread, and not one 
ounce of which hrs eyer entered Into the 
sum of national wealth, having nothing to 
show for irs cost but diseased stomachs, 
dtgraded homes, d« nroyed industry, in­ 
creased pauperism, and aggravated crime, 
these boys should understand the facta and 
be able to act upon them in their first re­ 
sponsible conduct. 
The national wealth goes Into the ground. 
It we could only manage to bury it without 
having it pass thitherward in the lorm of a 
poisonous ll aid through the inflamed bodies 
of our neighbors and friends, happy should 
we bu. But this great, abominable curse 
dominates the world. The tramp reminds 
us ut it as he begs tora night’s lodging. 
The wid >w and the tatherle i tell U9 of It 
as they ask tor bread. It scowls upon us 
from the hovels and haunts of the poor 
everywhere. Even 
the 
clean, 
hard­ 
working man ot prosperity cannot enjoy 
hi9 earnings because the world is full of 
misery from drink. The more thoroughly 
we can instruct ..he young concerning 
this dominating evil of our time, the better 
will it be tor them and lur the world. Let 
us use the "temperance 
lesson book” 
wherever we may. Let parents demand 
that it shall be used, and particularly let 
all writers upon physiology and politic ii 
economy lor schools take up the subject of 
alcohol, and treat it so candidly, fully, and 
ably that their books shall no longer be 
commentaries on their ova Incompetency 
to fill the places whose Inactions they have 
assumed.

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HOWLING HAVOC! 


Cyclone Sweeps Through the 
Coomy, Causing Ruin and 
Consternation. 


Buildings Shattered and Scatter 
ed, and Several Persons 
Badly Injured. 


Horses Killed, Stone Walls De­ 
molished, Trees Torn Up, 
and Lumber Turned 
into Kites. 


A Drenching Rain and Big Hail­ 
stones Serve as Body 
Guards for the 
Wind. 


A Betailed Statement of the 
Losses, and Particulars of 
the Scenes of Panic. 


Large Destruction of Property. 


One of the wildest storms which ever 
swept across this county, and one the like 
of which has not been seen for many years, 
created much havoc yesterday, and caused a 
heavy destruction of property, endangered 
life, maimed limbs, and scattered conster' 
nation and ruin along its path. The storm 
swept through the county from the south­ 
west to the northeast, its path lying through 
Turtle, La Prairie, Bradford and Johns­ 
town. 
This city seemed to be subjected to 
only 
the 
western 
border 
of 
the 
hurricane, 
but 
the 
rain 
fell here 
In 
torrents, the hail 
clattered, the 
wind blew strongly, aud it was evident 
that it was no ordinary freak of the weath­ 
er. On the East side of the river there 
was less rain and smaller hail stones, bat 
on the hill the water seemed to gush out 
of the clouds, aud poured down in great 
rivers. The hail stones, too, were so thick 
as to cover the ground, and some of them 
were literally as large as walnuts. The 
water poured into many basements of the 
city, flooded the sidewalks, and for a time 
gave to many localities the appearance ot 
a miniature Venice. The damage in this 
city was not great. 
Some 
windows 
were broken by the hailstones, some 
damage was done by flooding and wash­ 
outs, but though the wind blew for a time 
fiercely, still there was little destruction 
caused. 
Dr. Horne's baru on Water street, had 
the foundation badly washed away by the 
wate I pouring down Court street and then 
turning down Water street. The barn 
settled down below the sidewalk, and the 
sand and washings of the street were swept 
about in strange confusion. 
The large stained window in Christ 
Ep;scopal church was shaken so by the 
wind that it was necessary to put it in re­ 
pairs to-day. 
A number of minor damages were auf' 
fered, but still the storm in the city raged 
but feebly as compared with the havoc it 
created In the country. 
The storm struck Shopiere about 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. There was little rain 
and hail, but wind enough for two or 
three cyclones. In fact it assumed the 
twisted 
waterspout 
form, aud swept 
through the village leaving scarcely a 
house uninjured. The roofs of the churches 
were blown off, and 
buildings wrecked 
badly. Houses were completely blown 
down, and barns weot so quickly as to kill 
the horses which were sheltered therein. 
On some hoases chimneys were blown off, 
others were stripped of shingles, wood­ 
sheds and outhouses were tossed about, 
fences cleared away, boards scattered tar 
aud near, trees uprooted, aud a reign of 
terror came. As tar as heard from though, 
few persons were injured, and they not 
seriously. Mr. Hickey, ot the Pember 
house, drove through there shortly after 
the storm had swept by, and reports the 
appearance of the village as one of general 
ruin. j 
Theatorm swept rapidly on toward the 
north and a little cast, the wind much oi 
the time being so high above ground as to 
disturb the moveable tilings of earth very 
little. At times it would swoop down I ke 
a hawk atter chickens, and would then 
rise again, as though sans fled with its teat 
of 
destruction. 
Its course 
could be 
plainly seen aud watched. As it reached 
the town of Bradford, aud swept along to­ 
ward Mr. McCulloch’sfarm, Elder Gifford, 
Who was watching it, said it seemed to 
sweep a track of about eighty rods > in 
Width. There was no rain, and but little 
hail, but enough wind to make up tor the 
absence of both. There seemed to be two 
current?, one from the northeast and one 
from the southwest, and as they met they 
grappled, and wrestled. The southwest 
wind seemed the stronger and clinching 
its adversary, twisted it around and around 
and swept on in this wild whirl. As it was 
seen thus approaching it appeared high 
above 
the 
earth, 
but 
graduals 
descending. As It reached Mr. McCul- 
loch’s farm it came near enough to catch 
the roof of his barn and dash it to pieces. 
It caught up the evergreens and pulled 
them from the earth as though they were 
blades of grass. Passing hurriedly by it 
rose, then swooped down agaia with terri­ 
ble force as it reached Robert Lillburn’u 
farm. Here was a stone fence, which gave 
promise of standing for ages, but the whirl­ 
ing wind struck it, grappled with the great 
rocks, hurled them from their places, and 
in a twinkling cleared away about twenty 
rods of the atone 
wall, 
and 
made 
breeches 
in 
other 
parts 
of 
it. 
About 
eighty 
rods 
of 
board 
fence were quickly tamed loose, the boards 
stripped from the posts, aud sent sailing 
aboat like chips, leaving the naked posts 


standing there to mark the line. The en­ 
tire orchard was destroyed, the trees being 
uprooted, the tops twisted off, and a fright­ 
ful havoc made, in a few seconds, of what 
had taken years of 
patient labor to 
place 
there. 
All 
of 
the windows 
of 
the west 
side 
of 
Mr. 
LUI- 
bum’s house were broken, and half of the 
roof of his barn was swept od; Three cows 
were in the shed, and it being demolished, 
two of them were killed outright, and the 
third so loj ared as to cause death soon 
after. 
Still further along in its path toward the 
northeast the cyclone struck Mr. Ander­ 
son’s house on the Lamb farm. This was 
demolished entirely, and the lives of the 
family not only greatly endangered, but 
Mrs. Audersou was badly injured, and it 
was reported this morning that she was 
dying, but this is thought by others to be 
rather of an exaggeration. 
When the storm reached Johnstown it 
had narrowed the cat of its swarth some 
what, and seeming but a few rods widea 
but its fury wa3 terrible. It swept away 
everything in its path. As nearly ascan 
be ascertained at the present writing 
it 
reached 
Johnstown 
aboat 
half an hour after it 
struck Shopiere. 
There was some ram, aud a great deal of 
hail both before and after the whirl of the 
wind. Toe house of Lyman H. Richard­ 
son was completely damollshe I and shat­ 
tered in all directions, and but little trace 
could ba got ot any of the contents of the 
house. The family sought safety in the 
cellar, as they-saw the storm approach, and 
the house above them was swept away 
without any injury falling to them. It was 
a two story fram e,house 
and^ was built 
quite 
substantial. 
When 
the 
wind 
reached the county builainga it quickly 
snatched the roof off that one occupied by 
the lQsane, laying completely bare one 
side of it, and lifted the building a foot 
or 
more 
off 
its 
foundations. 
The main building on the Poor House 
farm also suffered much damage. The 
entire roof was carried off one wing. The 
trees all about the place were torn up by 
the roots, fences were scattered about like 
playthings in the hands of a giant. The 
track ot the storm could be easily seen, 
and the swarth it cut was so clear that it is 
still marked as though a fire had run along 
destroying everything; 
Fortunately no 
one as far as heard from was Injured at 
Johnstown, but the damage to property 
and to stock was great. 
No such storm as this has swept across 
this county for years. The amount of 
damage cannot be estimated, but all along 
Ps path buildings have been shaken to 
pieces and scattered, foliage has been 
twisted into nothingness, cattle have been 
killed, and doubtless a larger number of 
persons than those reported have been 
more or less injured. In places the storm 
assumed the 
violent cyclone form, and 
catching an obi set gould carry it up, with 
lightning speed, and would tear a building 
to pieces Uke scattering the straws of a 
sheaf. The rain and hail, though heavy in 
the city and some parts of the country, 
served with the thunder and lightning as 
only a sort of accompanist, or slde-play, 
but the wind was most terrible, and it will 
be long before all the details of the havoc 
it created, will be knowu. 
Further, D etails. 
The storm at Shopiere and in that vi­ 
cinity created great havoc. The storm 
was heard fully half aa hour before it 
struck, and gave warning so that those who 
chose could seek refuge in the cellars. The 
storm did not last more than a few min­ 
utes at any one spot, but it did its work ol 
destruction thoroughly, as well ag speedily. 
For many of the following details we 
are indebted to John W. Crotsenburg. 
and to Darius Allen, who also gave as in- 
format ion: 
The Congregational church was damaged 
to the extent of aboat $ IOO, and the sheds 
were entirely destroyed. 
Dr. Bell’s barn was entirely removed 
from the foundation and damaged about 
$50. 
E D 
Mcsley’s blacksmith and wood 
shop and and house were wrecked. Dam­ 
age $1,000. 
Mrs Randall's baru aud some outbuild­ 
ings were destroyed. Loss $300. 
Henry Sweet’s barn was unrooted, also 
jam es Parker's barn and other damage to 
other buildings on their places. 
Thomas Hollies had three barns and 
his house almost totally wrecked and the 
loss cannot be less than $1,000. 
Alien’s store in Shopiere was damaged 
to the extent of $100. 
J. Dole had his two story home and one 
barn, 40 by SO, totally demolished, and four 
horses in the barn were killed. The loss 
must reach $2,000, and Mr. John Gordon, 
ol Beloit, who was visiting at Dole’s, had 
one horse killed, aud his buggy totally 
wrecked. 
Mr. J. W. Thomas had his house com­ 
pletely carried away, furniture and all, and 
not a vestige of it is left. 
C. W. Stark's barn was carried away 
Loss about $500. 
His father, W. H. Stark, had his barn 
unroofed and shed blown down. His bee 
hives were all destroyed causing a loss of 
about $500. 
John Spencer’s barn was totally destroy­ 
ed. Loss $300. 
Mr. Culver had two barns unroofed. 
The Turtle bri Jge at Shopiere was com­ 
pletely destroyed aud dashed Into the river. 
Loss $1,000. 
Peter Fonda’s house was unroofed. Lobs 
$ 100. 
The dan age to George Sears' mill and 
buildings reached $1,000. 
T. Day’s barn was somewhat damaged. 
John Shlmcal’i baru was damaged to the 
amount of $100. 
The Rood house was damaged to the ex­ 
tent of $100. 
The damage done to Mrs, Shelby's house 
and barm amounts to $50. 
Loa Wagner’s house was slightly dam­ 
aged, also Mrs. Ressiguie’s house more or 
less damaged. 
Vincent Troesdell lost his sheds, which 
were totally wrecked. 
Mr. Warrick had tho east en! of his 
house blown away. 
Jerry Schenck. of La Prairie had his 
baru and house unroofed, and two horst a 
killed. 
S 8 Hart, of La Prairie, had his boos* 
totally destroyed and barn anroofed. Not 


a vestige of his furniture can be found, 
and nothing was left but the clothes on his 
back. 
The Methodist church, at Shopiere, was 
unroofed and its sheds demolished. Lo?? 
$300 
J Hopkins had his apple orchard com­ 
pletely destroyed. 
The depot 
at 
Shopiere was totally 
wrecked. 
Mrs George Fern and her two children 
who lived on the Holme's farm were se­ 
verely Injured. 
ANOTHER DESCRIPTION OF THE STORM. 
We are indebted also to D G Cheever 
for some particulars concerning the storm 
and the damage done in the vicinity of 
Bhopiere. He says that parties who wit 
nessed the progress of the storm represent 
it as two clouds of inky hue, that gradually 
approached each other, at whose meeting 
the whistling motion commenced, and the 
cyclone was formed. It first struck the 
village to the southwest aud lasted about 
fifteen minutes. 
He writes that in order to appreciate 
the wrath of the storm king one must see 
the ruins. The streets of Shopiere are a1 
most impassible from ruins and demolished 
buildings, uprooted trees, wrecks of farm 
ing tools, wagons, aud buggies. 
It is dif­ 
ficult to estimate the damage, but prob 
ably it is at least $50,000 m that immcd 
late vicinity. 
FURTHER FROM EMERALD GROVE. 
Robert Llliburn’d loss is estimated at 
fully $2,COO. 
James Piantz' barn was literally riddled, 
aad the fences all torn down. 
On McCulloch’s place, occupied by Mr. 
Wmkley, not only was the barn unroofed, 
but a cora bin with 4.000 bushels of corn 
was completely wrecked. 
A em HI house ou R. Cheney’s place, one 
mile south of Emerald Grove, was tora to 
pieces. The occupant, a Norwegian, lost 
everything. 
The house occupied by Mr. Anderson 
on the farm belonging to Mr. Lamb, on 
the middle road, was wrecked. Mr. and 
Mrs. Anderson were both injured, aud four 
horses were carried bodily a distance of 
between one and two miles. 
FROM ONE ON THE SPOT. 
Sh o pie r e, April 19 — Yesterday at about 
4:30 o’clock p. rn., a terrible hurricane or 
cyclone struck the village of Shopiere, 
doing much damage, coming from the 
southwest and going northeast. Its first 
great damage was Mr. John Hopkin’s 
orchard, only leaving 7 or 8 trees standing 
out of 150 or more; thence to Mrs. Far’s 
house doing alight damage. Then Mrs. 
Mosley's orchard and blacksmith shop were 
destroyed, and house, the ell part, roof cfi; 
then across the street, Mrs. Randall’s barn, 
a total wreck. On the north side of Main 
street 
F. N. Parker’s orchard and a 
partial damage to his bam, and moving 
his large house three or four inches on 
the foundation; then to Mr. Sweet's two 
thirds ot his barn is gone. 
The bridge 
across Turtle creek was thrown from its 
foundation into tho crock. Thence unroof­ 
ing I S Parker’s barn and some sheds. 
Then taking the roof from Thos. Holmes’ 
barn and demolishing his carriage house 
and hog pen; then taking one-half of the 
roof off the brick store and then stripping 
the Iron roofing off Seared’ mill and one 
half the roof off his barn and cooper shops 
On the other side of the 
street.

Mrs E E Culver s barn unroofed and house 
some damaged, and numerous other dam 
ages lo Shopiere. Crowing the creek to E 
J Dole’s, his house was unroofed and oth 
or wise damaged and his large barn a total 
wreck,

the depot 
mostly gone. C. VV. Shark’s barn gone, 
and W. H. Stark’s barn unroofed, and 
house partly unroofed; his orchard up­ 
rooted, and his bee hives strewn in all d i­ 
rections. The next place was the farm of 
Thomas Holmes, in La Prairie—a house, 
barns and sheds, two com erib9. There 
was not lumber enough left to build a pig 
pen. The next was R. VV. Scheuck’s house. 
The roof was taken off, and a large bam 
completely wrecked, aud further ou other 
buildings were destroyed. Ou the farm 
of Thomas Holmes Mrs Fern and three 
children were injured, and Mrs F Cadly 
was hurt. Jerry Schenck had two horses 
killed.

The wind at Beloit was not so much of 
the cyclonic nature as at other places, but 
it blew fiercely, aud did some damage. It 
scattered the boards in Sherwood & Reig 
art’s lumber yard, tore away one section 
and the vane of the Chicago & Northwes­ 
tern wind mill, blew down the scaffolding 
at the Eclipse Wind Mill’s works, and did 
some damage to the well? of their new fac 
tory. Little rain fell. 


“THE FOWLS OF THE A IB .9’ 
The pulpit of the Congregational church 
was yesterday occupied by Rev. H. T. 
Rose, of Milwaukee. This gentleman is 
one of the bright-ministerial lights of that 
city, and is the successor of Rev. Myron W. 
Reed. Mr. Rose is a solid-looking, mid­ 
dle-aged man, bas a 
well-shaped head, 
a satisfying presence, and a good delivery. 
The most noticeable items of his outward 
appearance were a tightly buttoned frock 
coat, a light neck-tie and an auburn mus­ 
tache. 
The morning congregation wag 
large, but the storm diminished the attent 
dance in the evening. 
The following is a brief synopsis of the 
evening discourse:—Matthew; 8:20—“The 
fowls of the air have nests." 
The birds were intended to teach great 
principles of love aud care. Their habits 
teach God’s providence and oversight. 
That was Jesus’ view. Now people, many 
of them, take other views. Now theft 
opposite characteristics are seen. They 
are in misery, they fight, suffer and die, in 
common with all animated nature, Our 
age looks on misery more than happiness, 
aud so the sad conclusion is reached there 
is no God. 
First, It is easy to overestimate the 
amount ot suffering among God’a creatures. 
It is a gratifying truth that there is much 
pleasure among them; The dog In the 
chase, the horse in a race, the cow on a 
summer’s eye; even the imprisoned canary, 
all reflect great happiness. We discover 
in them traces ot intelligence, a rudimen­ 
tary mind, a perfect adaption to surround 
logs, and they are not like the human race, 
forever restless and ambitious. 
Death is 
common to all. It is doubtless true that 
animals do not suffer from death as human 
beings. This is proven by the less fear of 
death on the part of savages. Death is not 
an arbitrary arrangement. It is a divine 
fcchemo by which a beneficent result is 
attained. 
The sum of happiness is Increased by a 
succession ol generations. Variety is an ob­ 
ject la life, so a number of generations is 
preferable to one that is protracted. It is a 
crime to injure or mutilate animals, and or­ 
ganizations to prevent cruelty are praise­ 
worthy institutions. 
Secondly, can suffering exist in harmony 
with divine love ? It is a common thought 
that a benefleut being woald not tolerate 
such suffering, hence the concluiion, there 
s no God. It must be acknowledged that 
for some indescribable purpose He, while 
exhibiting perfect loVS, still tolerates mis­ 
ery. Human love is often manifested by 
the practice of pain, as la surgical opera­ 
tions, or the separation with children who 
go away for on education. All evidence 
shows that to remove all sorrows from the 
world, would be to make it the more mis­ 
erable. 
Is there not so much suffering In the 
world as to disprove the Idea of universal 
love ? We can at best know but little of 
the nature of the lower animals.

conceive,

cannot 
realize 
tho 
con­ 
tinual 
pleasures 
which they have 
There can be no doubt of the latter, j 
Thirdly, there is danger of inconsistency 
on the part of many who magnify the 
sufferings and minimize the pleasures of 
animals. The persons who hold this view 
do nothing to lesson the anguish of crea­ 
tures. Man has produced more suffering 
and death among animals than has been 
caused by all other means. The kindness 
shown to the lower animals by man is 
mostly fictitious. The regard shown for 
calves and chickens is only for a time, it 
is at last that these latter may minister to 
tho comfort of the latter. It is a frequent 
mistake that those who decry the sorrow 
in the universe, are guilty of increasing 
it. 
Finally, it is through pain that the vari- 
ou9 attributes are developed, speed, Ylgl- 
lance and carefulness. It is a part of the 
divine wisdom, and it Is all for the tem­ 
poral and eternal good of all created 
thing?. 


The author of “For Honor’s Sake,'’ has not 
made the mistake of attempting such a 
work. He aims only to give a series of 
vivid and realistic pictures of Northern 
and Southern life, the late war serving as 
a background. Several years spent In the 
South gave a basis for his studies of South­ 
ern character. The South offers a rich 
field for the American dramatist, which 
has been bat little worked. Uncle Tom's 
Cabin, the 
Sensational Octoroon, and 
Bartley Campbell’s Fairfax, are the only 
plays which draw from this source. AU 
of these deal with the ante-bellum South. 
‘For Honor’s Sake" works the modern 
realistic vein.
